settled by the executive committee,” 
said Dr. Bahnsen, “I cannot help But 
think that a matter of such broad gen- 
eral policy as the settlement of the 
treatment of these narcotie addicts 
should be considered by the entire 
board in open meeting. The members 
of the board are the representatives of 
the public insofar as the department 
of health is concerned. The question 
of how these addicts should recelve 
treatment involves the disposition. of 
$10,000 of the money of taxpayers, as 
well as the welfare of the addicts them- 
selves if not the welfare of communi- 
ties. For these reasons it seems to me 
that the matter is entirely important 
enough to call for a meeting of the 
whole board.

In other words, every doctor 
on the board had agreed to this plan, and 
I felt that this amounted to a command to 
me to go ahead and to consummate the ar- 
rangement which I had proposed. 


Operated by Majorities. 

»In other words, this plan was agreed 
to by the eleven doctors of our board and 
by Mr. Brittain, an ex-officio member, and 

as we had always operated on the plan of 
arriving at decisions by majorities I natural- 
ly presumed that thirteen out of the fif- 
teen members of the board would be suf- 
ficient to warrant the belief that the . 
ernor’s reqtilrements had been fully lived 
up to. There then followed my statement 
of Saturday to the papers announcing that 
we would begin our work Monday at the 
Barr sanatorium. 

“Closely related but not identical with 
the subject just discussed is the matter of 
doing what might be called out-patient clin- 
ical work by the state board of health: in 
connection with the drug habitues. Some 
days ago Dr. Case, who is a special deputy 
under Mr. Blalock in charge of the en- 
forcement of the Harrison act, called at my 
office and expressed. his great sympathy 
for the people whom his duty compelled 
him to keep from getting morphine and co- 
caine, as far as possible, but stated that he 
wanted to do everything in his power to 
alleviate their suffering. His interest in 
the matter was so genuine and was so évi- 
dently ‘actuated by humane motives, that I 
2 consented to go over the next day 

Mr. Blalock’s office and have a talk 
with the federal authorities concerning the 
matter. 

“During the .conversation which occurred 
during my r. Case expressed the 
view that it would probably be well for 
the state board of health to do out-patient 
work pending the time when the patients 
could be admitted to the hospital. 

“Feeling a strong desire to help in any 
way in my power, I at once consented to 
this, though it appears from my subsequent 
knowledge of the matter that the number 
of persons whom we would have to look 
after is by far too great for our present 
force at the state board of health labora- 
tories; and that if we really did this work 
another man would have to be employed, 
and for such a one, of course, we have no 
money. However, at that time I felt that 
I would be glad to make a beginning in 
this way, feeling that if I could once get the 
habitues to state the dose of the drugs that 
they were taking I could thereafter each 
day gradually reduce the amount and per- 
haps cure a good many of them without 
their having to go to the hospital; others 
could be prepared for the hospital and their 
stay much reduced. At first Mr. Blalock 
somewhat objected to this plan, but I fully 
understood later that he. had agreed to it, 
though he says now that I incorrectly inter- 

preted his attitude. 

In Agony for Morphine. 

It so chanced that the same day a poor, 
broken woman called at our offices and 
‘stated that. she was in agony from want 
of morphine, and said that she wished if 
possible to get into the hospital at once 

‘and. be cured. When 1 told her that it would, 


be some days before the hospital opened, 


she became quite frantic, informed me 
worked, but said that without 
terly out of the ‘question for her to earn 
her bread in the meantime, and that if the 
agony could not be relieved in some way 
she would take a pistol and blow her 
brains out. As her story had the ear-marks 
of truth, and as she was evidently in an 
almost collapsed condition, I consulted with 
Dr. Pattillo and we decided to treat her 
and try te get her well—and this we shall 
cnn tinue to do in the future, simply as pri- 
vate individuals, since even the, Harrison 
law permits the unfortunate addicts of mor- 
phia and other drugs to be cured: where 
this can be carried out in certain pre- 
scribed ways. 

“On the following day another woman 
patient was received under almost iden- 
tical circumstances, and was treated in the 
same way, and the same afternoon a painter 
whom I had seen working around the cap- 
itol applied also for admission to the hos- 
pital. Thinking that I was following out 
the plan that had been agreed upon, I did 
not hesitate to begin with him also, and 


each time he has been given morphine since 


the drug has been reduced. On the next 
day, which was Saturday, a number of the 
addicts in this city learned from some- 


fone what we had -done—probabliy from the 


young man just mentioned—and when I 
arrived at the office found it full of such 
patients, there being 12 or 15 of them there 
in the beginning. f 

Intended to Cat Amount. 

„Having other matters to look after, 
I asked Dr. Pattillo to carry them over 
to our Pasteur department and do what he 
could for them, and I subsequentiy learned 
that perhaps as many more people came 
to see him before he finished with them, all 
of whom he started on a prescribed dose, 
intending each day thereafter to cut the 
amount. All of this, I would have it clear- 
ly understood, was entirely in keeping with 
what 1 though Mr. Blalock had agreed to, 
and believed that we were disobeying no 
law under the cireumstances,. Later in the 
afternoon an order came from Mr. ‘Blalock 
to Dr. Pattillo instructing him not to give 
any more prescriptions, and on his con- 
sulting me I at once acceded to this, and 
told him I would try to see Mr. Blalock 
and find out the trouble as quickly as pos- 
üble. On the following "hats which was 
Sunday, Mr. Blalock, at my request, met 
with me at the governor’s mansion and the 
matter was thoroughly: discussed, and since 
that time we have written no more pre- 
scriptions, we having agreed to ask the 
city government to take charge of the mat- 
ter in Atlanta.

“pr. Harris is entirely mistaken, I 
never even heard of his plan to issue 
prescriptions to drug addicts before 
he put it into operation,” said Collector 
of Internal Revenue A. O. Blalock last 
night, when informed of the position 
taken by Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary 
of the state board of health, in his 
statement published in this issue of 
The Constitution. 

‘Tt is true that Dr. Harris and Dr. 
Case, of my office, did confer about

“The women have more sense in 8 

minute than the men have in a day. 
Jennings declared, and they deserve 
the right to vote. The cry of the 
country. is for freedom and America’s 
boast is that it is the land of the free. 
Yet, we are withholding the vote from 
women, our mental superiors and far 
better than we are morally. 
‘ “Senator Owens, of Kentucky, once 
was asked why he was for suffrage. 
He replied: ‘I love my mother and my 
wife and I owe them as much respect 
as I owe a negro.’ Politicians who are 
ruling so much of our country so badly 
do not want women to vote. They know 
that suffrage will be ruinous-—for

There ig not more than 5 per cent of the 
total road mileage of the United States, im- 
proved to the point of service in practically 
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all weather, according to Statistician Penny- 


backer, of the United States office of public 
roads. For some of the states, particularly 
~ those of the south, 
“mileage is extensive, this estimate is per- 
aps too large; and for some of those of the 
“north and east, where road improvement has 
been extensive, it is. probably a little small. 
* \ Relative to improved road mileage Mr. 
Fennybacker says: 0 
Of the two and a quarter million miles 
of public highway in the United States, 
only about 10% per cent may be classed 
under the most liberal interpretation as 
improved roads. Of this per cent a 
large part consists of roads surfaced ” 
with a mixture of sand and clay, with 
gravel applied on ungraded and undrained 
roadways, or with broken stone either so 
improperly applied or so inadequately 
maintained as now to belittle better than 
the original earth roadbed,. Other sur-

„Announcement in The Constitution that 
the Centralia Creamery company will spend 
| $100 500, here in the construction of this 
plant means the beginning of the develop- 
ment of an industry for which there are ex- 
traordinary possibilities in this state. 
Georgia can make every pound of butter and 
cheese consumed in this state just as Well 
as Wisconsin or New York. 

. When W. H. White, Jr., set up a packing 
house in Atlanta as a pioneer several years 
ago everybody considered it an experiment. 
Since then others have followed suit. New 
packing houses and abattoirs have been set 
up in various sections of the state, and 
Georgia is today making right here at home 
much of the meat consumed by her people. 

“We have also begun to emancipate our- 
‘| selves. from. dependence on the west for hay 
“and grain. Georgia, grew more forage and 
‘grain. crops last year than ever before in 
her history. Her farmers have seen the im-

This is the basis of state prosperity and 
State success. There is nothing more im- 
portant to Georgia than the development ot 
her own natural resources and industries, 
and one of the most promising of these is 
cattle-raising and all that it means in sup 
plying. the people with good food. 

Some butter is made now in various sec 
tions of Georgia, but the amount is so small 
as to be comparatively a drop in the bucket 
in meeting the state’s needs.

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NOr ARSON TO BURN OWN ae 
PROPERTY IN COUNTRY, SAYS LAW 
Following the failare to obtain indiot- 
ments in Cherokee county for fires in De- 
cember, alleged to have been of incendiary 
origin, Solicitor General Herbert Clay, at the 
state capitol the other day, pointed out. that 
under the existing arson laws’ of Georgia 
it is impossible to prosecute a4 man on the | 
charge of arson for burning his own prop- | 


erty, if that property is located in the coun- 


try, even though the property be insured. 
A prosecution, under the present laws, it ‘was 
pointed out, must be brought under the minor 
charge of cheating and swindling. Only in 
‘@ities arid towns can a man be made amena- 
ble to the arson laws of the state. 

Judge A. W. Fite, of the Cherokee circuit, 
who was at that time hearing the state's in- 
junction petition against the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad in Atlanta, in discussing 
the situation, expressed the opinion that the: 
law is inadequate and needs correction. 


All sections of the code dealing with the 


subject of arson, ¢éicept where as it affects 
property in cities and towns, provides that 
the property burned shall be that of an- 
other.” It was stiggested that the law could 
be remedied by amendments striking the 
words “of another.” 

There are a number of sections of the 
code dealing with the subject, some of which 
sections are as follows: 

“Section 133. Arson is the malicious and 
willful burning of the house or outhouse 
of another. : 

“Section 134. Punishment of arson in @ 
city, town or village. The willful or: mali- 
cious burning or setting fire to or attempt- 
ing to burn a house in a city, town or vil- 
lage, whether the house be the property of 
the perpetrator or of another, shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment and labor in the peni-. 
tentiary for not less than five nor more than 
twenty years. 


“Section 135. Covering the burning ef an 


occupied dwelling on à farm, provides that 


the violation is only in case of the ‘burning 
of an occupied dwelling house of another, on 
a farm or plantation or elsewhere.’ 
ceeding section, covering an wunoceupied 
dwelling, also provides as a violation only 
in case of the property of another.“ The 
section covering an attempt to burn carries 
the same wording ‘of another.’’

Bright’s disease, also on the increase, with 
acute nephritis, was responsible for 65,106 
deaths, 

These two diseases alone, which, as will 
be shown, authorities ate now beginning: to 
trace to food abuses, were responsible in one 
year for 135,034 deaths, This means that 
hundreds of thousands who have not yet died 
have cancer, nephritis or Bright’s disease. 

Appendicitis and diabetes, also rapidly on 
the increase, stalk along with menacing mien 
as important attendants of the great execu- 
cloner. 

The National Aadectation for the Study of 
Tuberculosia informs us that in the year 
1911 $14,600,000 was spent throughout the 
country in the war against tuberculosis.
